THE REAL ISSUE IS ANYBODY ’TO BEAT 
CLEVELAND. 


Murphy's Manifesto Answered by Whit- 
ney- The Ex-~-President’s Followers 
Reinforced To-Day—Law Partner Bis- 
sell on the Ground—Palatial Quarters 
of the Hill Boomers—Boies and Gray— 
Kentucky May Capture the Temporary 
Chairmanship. 


CHICAGO, June 17,—Battling ror the Demo- 
cratic nomination has fairly begun along the 
advancing lines. The troops are moving in 
position and to-morrow the struggle will be 
fierce enough. As usual the curious Ameri- 
can mind is looking eagerly forward to the 
close of the conflict, and endeavoring to 
judge the results. It is too early for predic- 
tions. But it is not too early to scan the 
feld, to notethe alignment and strength of 
the forces marching hitherward, and while 
the air is measureably clear, to point out 
where the engagements are to be most sig- 
nificantand decisive. Itis obvious the con- 
flict is to be one of Cleveland against the 
field. Anditis obvious also that the key to 
the situation is in a large measure held by the 
Btate of New York and by the delegations 
which are to represent it here. 

Save for the fact that more booms are 
under way and that the men who love Cleve- 
jand for the enemies he has made are not 
particularily numerous, the anti-convention 
situation very closely resembles that which 
prevailed in the days preceding the assem- 
bling of the representatives of the Democ- 
racy of the nation in 1884 in the Exposition 
Building on the lake front, within a stone’s 
throw of the wigwam within which the com- 
ing convention will assemble, and which re- 
sulted in the nomination of Grover Cleveland 
and his triumphant election. Then, as now, 
the anti-Cleveland element of the New York 
Democracy forced hostilities from the mo- 
ment of its arrival; then, as to-day, it as- 
severated that he could nut unite the De- 
mocracy ofthe Empire State and carry itin 
November; then, as now, it had but one 
battle-cry, ‘‘anybody to beat Cleveland.’’ 
One conspicuous figure in the opposition of 
that year—John Kelly—is missing, but his 
place is ably filled by Richard Croker, with 
Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan and Edward Murphy, 
Jr., as stanch and able lieutenants. Whether 
the parallel willcontinue until the end of 
the convention the developments of the com- 
ing week alone can determine. 

CLEVELAND PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 

The Cleveland plan of campaign is perfect 
in its outlines. The arrival of ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury Fairchild caused it to be 
disclosed in all its details. The reverses 
which the Cleveland people have met in Ohio 
and Arkansas show that it might be lacking 
in some features, but the supporters of the 
ex-President are sure that everything will go 
through about as they have mapped out. 
From now on none of them will be found 
willing to admit that Cleveland has fewer 
than 500 votes in sight, or only 100 less thana 
majority of two-thirds. 

The tabies which have been given out by 
the Cleveland leaders in New York and which 
were distributed in Chicago yesterday have 
been skillfully put together so as to show 500 
votes making allowances for various shifts. 
For instance, in one of the tables Illinois’ 
forty -eight votes are credited to Palmer and 
still 500 are figured up for Cleveland. In an- 
other table the forty-eight lllinois delegates 
are put Gown for Cleveland, but the total 
is still only 600, allowance being made in this 
tabulation for some doubtful delegates in the 
Southern States, which had heretofore been 
claimed for the ex-President. The mana- 
gers of Mr, Cleveland’s campaign know that 
the opposition is doing its best to keeping 
one-third of the delegates against Cleveland, 
with the idea that by a solid column of this 
sort increases may be made which will divide 
the strength pretty evenly. To offset this 
their efforts are directed to showing up 500 
votes which can be held together on all the 
ballots. They argue that all they have to do 
is to walt and the nomination will come thelr 
way. 

TAMMANY’S SOLID SHOT. 

Naturally enough the statement of the anti- 
Clevelandites from New York and which was 
made public last night after hours had been 
spent in its preparation and revision, is the 
sensation of the moment at the various heaa- 
quarters. It was the first solid shot of the 
campaign. That it was a strong document is 
generally admitted. Atthe same time those 
who expected something startling are free to 
confess that it contains nothing more thana 
summary of the objections and declarations 
that the Tammany Hallites have been put- 
ting out for months past. Ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury Fairchild, who may be re- 
garded as one of the principal mouth-pieces 
of the Cleveland element is emphatic in the 
opinion that the pronunciamento of the 
New Yorkers will certainly do no harm to the 
cause of the ex-President, while it may pos- 
sibly do no harm to tne cause of the ex-Pres!i- 
dent, while it may possibly be used to his ad- 
Vantage among the uninstructed delegates. 
Jt is. he says, nothing more than the regular 
stereotyped Tammany kick, ard which is now 
regarded as a concomitant of every Nationa 
Democratic Convention. They took the same 
course, be says, sixteen years, when they 
antagonized the prevailing sentiment for 
Tilden and loudly proclaimed that he was not 
the choice of New York. On that occasion 
their opposition was kept upafter the cam- 
paign, but, notwithstanding this fact, the 
mumerous speeches made by John Kelly 
against the Sage of Gramercy Park, the !atter 
carried his State by a majority of over thirty 
thousand.

IN THE NILL CAMP. 

The Hill men from New York are displaying 
more energy than the Cleveland men. Hend- 
some lithographs of David Bennett Hill were 
hunginshop windows and all conspicuous 
places in ali parts of thecity to-day. Hill’s 
strongest lieutenants from allover the km- 
pire State are here. The Cleve- 
land people seem to be asleep. 

The only persons to be found about the 
Cleveland headquarters to-day are the pretty 
typewriters. Up to noon to-day there are 
only about seventy-five delegates in the city, 
and half of them are Hill delegates from New 
York. With this good start made by Hill, 
Cleveland stock is not quoted sO 
high as it has neen. The fight 
against Cleveland is very similar to the one 
that was made against Harrison at Minne- 
apolis. The crowd was with Biaine, but the 
delegates with Harrison. The New Yorkers 
are just as determined to defeat Cleveland as 
was Plattand Quay to defeat Harrison. As 
Platt and Quay wanted Biaine the New 
Yorkers want Hill, but the main thing isto 
defeat Cleveland. ‘They thinkthey will suc- 
ceed by’ tnducing several other candidates to 
euter the fleld. This at least is the play now, 
but is subject tochange atany time, 

Mr. Croker made a sighiticant remark this 
morning when he said: ‘‘kven if New York 
cannot name IHilllit can dictate the nominee 
and it won’t be Cleveland.’’ 

Which indicates that New York might go to 
some one like Morrison or Gorman. the 
Tammanby men are depending upon Brice to 
cast the solid vote of Onlo for Camp- 
bell believing that he wlll draw 
some Southern votes away from  Cleve- 
land, The New Yorkers are 
encouraging the friends of the other presi- 
dential aspirants with the belief that the one 
ofthem who developsthe greatest strength 
on the first ballot will get the support of the 
New York delegation. 

Croker also said this morning that he had 
always believed that Cleveland had to be 
nominated on the first ballot in order to be 
successful. The Tammanyites talk a little 
differently this morning from what they did 
yesterday. They feelso confident of down- 
Pi Cleveland on the first ballot that they are 
talking very little about Hill. 

A dispatch was exhibited in the Hill 
quarters to-day from Detroit, Mich., which 
Says thatall is not narmony in the Michigan 
delegation, inspite of the leadership of Don 
Dickinson. Wim. T. Baker, one of the dele- 
gates, who is a Hill man and a leading 
local Democrat, telegranhs that a deal bas 

ust been made by wich at least twenty 
lichigan delegates will be solid for 
Hill on the first ballot. He adds: ‘‘It has 
been thought all along that Michigan 
was solid for Cleveland, and so sure 
were most or the politicians that 
they never even gave it a passing thought, 
but there have been elements at work that 
will disturb the peace of Mr. Cleveland’s fol- 
lowers when the convention meets,’’ 

Whether or not the pame of Senator John 
M. Palmer will go belore the conven- 
tion is so far an undecided question. 
That venerable Democrat has made friends 
in the various delegations, but his 
possible candidacy is hampered by the failure 
of the Lilinois State Convention to instruct In 
his favor. Gen. Palmer,himself,is an out and 
out supporter of Cleveland, and is anxious 
that his friends should not hamper the pros- 
pects of the ex-President. The Illinois dele- 
vation will meet to-morrow and the indica- 
tions are that it will decline to give the entire 
48 votes to Grover Cieveland so long as the 
latter is in the race. 

BRICK SAYS HILT IS OUT OF IT. 

‘*T have no hesitation in saying that the 
nomination of Senator Hillis aitogether out 
of the question,’’ Senator Brice of Ohlots 
as saying. ‘‘it is notto be 
considered under any circumstances. A 
prejudice against Senator Hill exists among

‘**I do not come to Chicago merely to ald in 
the nomination of Mr. Cleveland because he 
is my iriend,’’ sald Mr, Bissell, ‘‘but for the 
reason that! believe he ls the man whom we 
can rely onto bring us victory. He certainly 
would receive the votes of the independent 
citizens in New York State tn addition to the 
Democratic vote. In Buffaio I have 
come in contact with great many 
prominent men who are allied to 
neither party and they teil methey have con- 
fidence in Cleveland and wili vote for him, I!

by Vessrs. Murphy, Sheehan and Croker. It 
is the samme old story they have been telling 
formonths. The assanit on the so-called 
mugwumps is not unexpected, but I am 
quite surprised that such astute politicians 
as hul’s friends are credited with being 
should ignore the force and power of the in- 
dependent vote in New York.

Mr. Bissell regards the nomination of

TAMMANY’S STRONG CARD. 


Played at the Outset of the Great Political 
Game—Whitney’s Reply. 

CuHiIcaGco, Ill., June 17.—The Tammany 
manifesto, as it is called, issued last night by 
Hiill’s Neutenants, isin the form of an inter- 
view with Chairman Murphy of the ‘‘Snap’’ 
Convention, or regular New York delegation. 
Its chief points are put forward in this way: 

‘*‘The nomination of Mr. Cleveland would 
mean the destruction of the great organiza- 
tions of the Democratic party under which 
the party has won victories by increasing 
majorities for the last seven years. It 
would not be possible for Gov. Hili 
and every member of the national delega- 
tion talking from now untilthe day of elec- 
tion, with the ald of the State and local 
organizations, to convinee the rank and file 
ofthe Democracy that the nomination and 


election of Mr. Cleveland would not be to put 
in power the Mugwunmps or the ‘conditional 
Democrat,’ as he Is called, over those who 
have contributed so much to the success of 
the Democratic party of the State, and our 
people look upon the contemplated action of 
the Democracy in some of the other States as 
intending a reward of the would-be Demo- 
cratic .ugwump partisan. Therefore the 
feelingis growing very bitter in New York 
State toward Mr. Cleveland, and we sincerely 
trust that the Democracy of other States wil! 
not humiliate the Democracy of the State of 
New York by nominating a residentof the 
State whom the organizations are positive 
copld not be elected. 

“What would other Statessay if New York 
tried to force them to take acandidate from 
their State whom their united delegation op- 
posed, and whose nomination ‘would mean 
certain defeat? The Democracy of the State 
of New York are inspired by something be- 
sides loyalty and friendship to Gov. Hill. 
They are fighting for the life of the party, 
and they would be opposing the nomination of 
ex-President Cleveland as strongly to-day as 
they are now doing whether Gov. Hill was a 
candidate or not. In addition to this, the 
fact that the rank and file ofthe Democracy 
of New York State believe in organization, 
because they have become conyinced that 
the present organization of the Democratic 
party means Democratic success.

candidate who was the representative of 
such a body.’’ 

‘‘The Democrats of the country at large 
who favor Mr. Cleveland believe the Demo- 
crats of New York to be obstinate and willful 
in opposing their wishes tothatof the great 
majority, and they regard the action of the 
New York delegation in insisting that we 
shall have our choice, notwith- 
stanaing the majority are against us, 
unreasonable.

Mr. Whitney being shown 
the interview with Edward Murphy, 
Jr., said: ‘‘Mr. Murphy in his inter- 
view seems desirous of giving the 
impression that the feaders in the May 
convention movement have been in the habit 
of opposing Democratic State tickets in New 
York and particularly that of 1892. As to 
this I can only say that Mr. Murphy 
knows very well the fact to be 
the contrary as I can state from per- 
sonal knowledge. Last fall, Mr. Murphy and 
the State Committee were very anxious to 
make the fact as ree as possible that 
Mr. Fairchild and his friends were warmly 
supporting Gov. Flower and the Democratic 
Stateand Legislative ticket. To this end 
that State Committee requested me to prepare 
an address tothe Democratic and independent 
voters of the State for publication. I did pre- 
pare that paperand procured the signatures 
to it and had several interviews 
about it with thechairman of the Demo- 
cratic Campaign Committee at some 
of which Mr. Murphy was present. The ad- 
dress was published in the New York- papers 
on Oct. 26, 1891, having been given out to the 
papers by the Democratic State Committee 
with the statement that it was one 
of the most important campaign 
documents. 

Among the sigrers were the following per- 
sons now delegates from the Syracuse con- 
vention to Chicago: Charies S. Fairchild, H. 
H. Portesen, Edward B. Whitney, Fred W. 
Hendricks and R. D. Woodward, and amon« 
the other signers who were delegates to 
the Syracuse Convention or prominent mem- 
bersof the organization there represented 
were Stephen A. Walker, Peter B. Pliney, 
Col. R. G. Monroe, Wallace Macfarlane, H.

CHICAGO, June 17.—Richard Croker was the 
firstof the Hill delegation to appear on the 
marble stairway of the Auditorium this 
morning. His black straw hat sata little to 
one side of his head, which gave him a 
jaunty air, quite newtothe boss, whom no 
one would accuse of levity, ‘either in appear- 
ance or speech. He had left Corporation 
Counsel Clark buried in the pillows, and 
Sheehan inthe effort of subduing one great 
lock of that auburn hair which insisted on 
standing up and destroying the beauty of 
the rest of the well-organized ‘crop until 


Ed Murphy observed that the refractory curl

There is space enoughto hold 
the whole Tammany crowd of 1,200 men in 
conference at once, and when Sheehan once 
disappears in the labyrinth of rooms, Ea 
Murphy has to send the town-crier alter him 
is he wants to see him.

FAVORITE SONS. 


Pushing the Claims of Boies, Gray and 
Othsr Good Western Men. 


Curcaeo, June 17,—So far an enthusiasm 
and energy and sincerity are concerned the 
Boies boom is flourishing like a green bay 
tree. More activity is displayed at his head- 
quarters in the Palmer House than atany of 
the others that have been opened. The 
Iowans are makinga clean canvass attack- 
ing none of these candidates, but putting in 
their best efforts toward whooping up their 
own favorite son. They say they have 
nothing Cleveland; beyond the fact that he 
has once led his party to defeat, and that he 
has seriously hurt himself in the West by his 
stand on the silver question. Apart from New 
York, they say, he is not nearly as strong in 
the political affections of the great masses 
of Democratic votersas he was either in ’84 
or ’88, and his selection for a third term 
would be something more than a mistake. 
Gov. Boles, on the other hand, they say, has 
been steadily growing in strength in the 
West of late years, andthe only logical out- 
come of the present situation is the selection 
of a Western man, They believe that Boles 
will not only carry Iowa, but the entire 


Northwestern tier of Republican States, and 
upon this belilefand claim they will go into 
the convention, Sofaronly the twenty-six 
votes of lowa and the sixteen of Nebraska 
have been conceded to Boles. State Senator 
Shields, however, insists that the iowa man 
will gO into the convention with 
nearly one hundred votes, and 
that he has scores of telegrams 
and letters from delegates who have volun- 
tarlly placed themselves onrecord as being 
for Boles as a second choice. The bulk of the 
lowa delegation, with a body guard of a 
couple Of thousand enthus!1istic adherents of 
the Hawkeye Governor, will arrive to-night, 
and from that time on the lowans promise to 
make Rome howl. 

The boom for ex-Gov. Gray of Indiana is 
barely in its budding stage, although gaudily 
decorated headquarters have been opened at 
the Palmer House forthe Indiana delegation. 
Abig consignment of lithographs of the 
ex-Governor were delivered at the 
rooms by an express company this morn- 
ing, but they will not be put out yet 
awhile and the only picture that decorates 
the rallying ground ts one ofthe late Thos. 
A. Hendricks. Whetber or not Gov. Gray’s 
name shall be formally presented to the con- 
vention will not be fully determined till the 
full meeting on Sunday. Ifthe decision is in 
the affirmative, however, Senator Voorhees 
will be assigned todo the oratorical honors. 
Under the instructions adoptea by the recent 
State convention the delegation is to present 
an Indiana candidate only in the event of the 
sentiment drifting in favor ofa Western man, 
otherwise it is to stand by Cleveland as 
the logical candidate. These instructions 
are differently interpreted by the Indiana 
men who are already on the ground. Some 
of them think that the delegates should vote 
as a unit for Cleveland on the first ballot and 
then turn overto Gray if it develops that 
Cleveland cannot secure by any possibility 
the necessary two-thirds. Thirteen of the 
delegates, however, are said to be for Cleve- 
land to the end. 

It Is noticeable that thereis more talk of 
Gray for the second place on the ticket than 
for the first, and Delegate-at-Large Samuel 
E. Morris of Indianapolis, who Is at the 
head of the Cleveland rentiment in the 
Hoosier State, has already nailed up the 
colors of Cleveiand and Gray. 

There is anexcelient prospect of an inter- 
esting and perhaps spirited meeting when 
the Indiana delegation holds its first confer- 
ence. Gray is openly in the fleld for first 
place, and it has been settled by his friends, 
who are in a majority in the delega- 
tion, and his name will be presented, Cleve- 
land hasa numberof stanch adherents,‘ how- 
ever, and there will be a lively time beforea 
conclusion is reached by the Indiana cause. 
The decision to bring out Gray has weakened 
Cleveland in the State and he cannot count 
on all the delegates from Hoosierdom, 
who have heretofore been counted for him. 
Some of his friends are determined and 
opposed to Gray sothat it is very doubtful 
whether the caucus can put them into line to 
put Gray ina solid vote. 

Charles Jowett of New Albany, delegate-at- 
large and cbairman of the Indiana State Com- 
mittee for several years, this afternoon sald: 
‘*Gov. Gray is a candidate for President 
and not for anything else. He will be pre- 
sented to the convention when the States 
are called by Senator Voorhees, and he will 
receive the vote of a large majority of the 
delegation, and we hope that the solid vote of 
the State will be cast for. him. Hls 
candidacy is not in the interest nor 
is itin special opposition to that of any other 
man. The Indlana Democrats base their 
ciaim for his nomination upon the belief 
that the sober judement of the con- 
vention will De against the nomination 
of either of the candidates who 
live inthe State of New York. Indiana is 
second only to New York in importance to 
the Democratic party, and with Gray we can 
defeat Harrison in Indiana. How he will 
run in other States we leave to 
the delegates from those States to 
determine, but weclaim for ourselves what 
we accord tothem, the right to determine 
what is best in our own State.’’

PHILADELPHIA, June 17.—Mr. William F., 
Harity,a member of the Democratic com- 
mittee, will leave this morning for New 
York, wherehe will join ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Whitney and other Cleveland leaders. 
Mr. Harity goes to Chicago as oneof Mr. 
Whitney’s guests in the latter’s private car, 
which is to leave New York to-morrow. 
Speaking of the probable action of the con- 
vention Mr. Harity said: ‘‘It looks to meas if 
Mr. Cleveland will be nominated. Some of 
his friends who are informed upon the subs 
ject claim that nearly, if not quite, six hun

Tragedy in a Far Western Railroad Camp

The only means of reaching 
the place is by trail, and the only informa- 
tion comes from men returning by the trail.

WAR IN THE FOLD.

The Water Tower Methodist Church 
Stirred by Dissension” 
AE BESeE 


A SUNDAY-SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 
AT OUTS WITH THE PASTOR. 


The Former Expelled After an All Night 
Trial—An Appeal Taken and a Divis- 
ion in the Church Threatened—Petition 
for Pastor Corrington’s Removal Circu- 
lated—Supt. Lacey’s Story. 


The little Water Tower Methodist Church, 
located on the cornerof Obear avenue and 
Twentieth street, is in the throes of a church 
war which will now require the gravest ac- 
tion of the Methodist Quarterly Conference to 
settle. he trouble seems to have been 
brought about by the peculiar efforts of some 
ofthe church members tosecure a change 
of pastors, On one. side of the 
difficulty is the pastor himself, Rev. J. F. 
Corrington, and om the other Mr. Elmer E. 
Lacey of the commission firm of Melton, 
Barrett & Co., who was until recently super- 
intendent of the Water Tower Church Sun- 
day-school anda trustee and steward in the 
church board, At present, however, Mr. 
Lacey stands under virtual sentence of ex- 
pulsion from the church, the result of 
charges of creating dissension and circulat- 
ing damaging statements against the 
pastor, brought by the latter and 
tried before a committee appointed by the 
Presiding Elder, Rev. O. M. Martin of Clifton 
Heights. The trial was held in Trinity Meth- 
odist Church, corner of Tenth and North 
Market streets;and was presided over by 
Rev. Frank Lenig of CHf.on Heights, and so 
important was it considered that its con- 
clading session lasted from 7 o’clock p. m. of 
May 26 last to7o’clock a. m. of May 27, with- 
out adjuvurnment. At its close the verdict 
was rendered supporting Rev. Dr. Corrington 
in the two most important charges preferred 
against Mr. Lacey, but recommending clem- 
ency in case the latter would accept the ver- 
@ict as a rebuke and go back into the fold. 
Mr. Lacey, refusingtodo this, and making 
anappeal through his counsel, Mr. F. M,. 
Doan, he stands under sentence of expulsion 
until the appeal can be acted upon by Bishop 
John P. Bowman of Omaha, Neb., and the 
case finally disposed of by the Methodist 
Quarterly Conference, which meets in August 
or September next. 

WANTED ANOTHER PASTOR. 

The trouble seems to be theresult of the 
failure of the last quarterly conference, 
which met May 12,to change Rev. Dr. Cor- 
rington to some other church and give the 
Water Tower congregation toanew pastor. 
It appears that a faction of the church, 
headed by Mr. Lacey, wanted this change to 
be made, and although they indorseda reso- 
lution commending the pastor’s work for the 
church, there were private representations 
made to the conference that It would be best 
for Mr. Corrington to be transferred. 
It cannot be learned that any 
charges were preferred againstthe pastor, 
save that he was not acceptable to a certain 
proportion of the congregation, and when 
the conference refused to transfer him to 
some other church, thiselement, headed by 
Mr. Lacey, went to work tosecurethat trans- 
fer by the Bishop. A petition was circulated 
oe the congregation, asking that the 
transfer be made, and was then forwarded 
to Bishop Newman, at Omaha. The charges 
brought by Rev. Dr. Corrington 
against Mr. Lacey then followed, suc- 
ceeded by the trial and verdict against 
the latter. Last night there wasa meeting 
of the church addressed by the presiding 
elder, Rey. Dr. Martin, who took occasion to 
state that there would be no change in the 
Water Tower Church pastorate this year, 
and itis now said that a large proportion of 
the congregation who indorse Mr. Lacey’s 
war upon Rey. Corrington are threatening to 
secede from the church and connect them- 
selves with some other congregation. 

Rev. Dr. Corrinuton was seén this morning 
by a PosT-DISPATCH reporter and stated that 
he feared. no divisionin the church. ‘‘The 
verdict against Mr. Lacey sustains my posl- 
tion,’’ said he, ‘‘and shows thatthere is no 
good cause for the attempt to get ridof me. 
here may be somo of the congregation who 
wili leave the church, but three-fourths of 
the people are with me. .The opposition is 
personal with Mr. Lacey and some others, 
and lam willing toleave the whole matter 
to the a or the quarterly conference. 
The church is in no danger of suffering.’’ 

Mr. Elmer E..Lacey, when seen this morn- 
ing, was averse to discussing the matter for 
publication, but when he learned that the 
tacts were Already out he agreed to give his 
version ofthe trouble. ‘*The causes leading 
up to the trial,’’ he said, ‘‘date back tothe 
quarterly conference last March. <A year 
previous to that we sent a letter of protest to 
the presiding elder, objecting to Dr. Cor. 
rington’s reappointment. He was returned 
to us for another year, but the elder sent us 
a letter saying that there was an un- 
derstanding between himself and the bishop 
that it would be the pastor’s last year at 
Water Tower Church. Last March, before 
the last poet conference he asked a 
member of the oard if he could get 
from the conferencea fresolution and letter 
of recommendation that would assist him in 
other fields. As we were not unfriendly to 
him this was agreed to and the 
matter passed at the session, but 
Dr. Corrington, who was present 
expressed neither acceptance nor thanks. 
When the annual conference was beld we 
felt sure that he wou!d be removed onthe 
Strength ofthe understanding of the year 
previous, and the presiding elder and my- 
selt bad several talks over the Kind ofa 
preacher the church would like. We 
were surprised at the conference’s 
action, and at once protested. I attended 
to the Sunday-school the same as 
before, but refused to stay for preaching; a 
good many others did the same. The result 
was that Dr. Corrington preferred three 
charges against me tothe presiding elder. 
He appointed Dr. Frank Lenig, preacher in 
charge whoin turn appointed a select com- 
mittee of nine members to investigate the 
charges against me. The trialcame off on 
the evenings of May 26 and 27 in Trinity 
Church, Dr.Corrington appearing as proecu- 
tor. 

‘*The charges were first‘Insubordination,’’ 
second, ‘Sowing seeds of dissension; 
third, ‘Defamation.’ The trial was not 
concluded untilearly Saturday morning, the 
result being my conviction bya Vote of five 
to four on the second and tuird charges. 
They: offered me clemency, but lrefused it 
and appealed the case, Thecharges are very 
filmsy affairs, when the evidence on which 
they were based !s considered. By sowing 
seeds of dissension was meant the exam- 
ple I set by refusing to stay for service, the 
pastor claiming that I thereby 
kept others from attending. To 
support his charge of defamation, the 
ar tend could not prove that I bad spoken ma- 
iclously of him to others, but only that I had 
personally told him that he was unprincipled 
and not acting honestly by the church in 
holding ontothe appointment when be un- 
derstood his removal was wanted. I can 
sately say that three-fourths of the people 
are opposed to Dr. OCorrington’s course and 
that land my friends have the support of the 
best people in the congregation.

Eighteen factories are concerned in the 
struggle and a capital of $1,200,0001s invested, 
with contracts for all of $500,000 de- 
pending on the outcome of the contest. 
The mill proprietors met yesterday and 
formed a temporary organization, that may 
become a permanent one, Its purposes are 
to discuss the existing conditions and inter- 
change views. At their meeting yesterday 
they advertised in various papers through- 
out the country for help totake the place of 
the strikers. The replies that they received 
yesterday and to-day confirm their opinion 
that they will be able to start up with a half 
or two-thirds force by the first of next week. 

STRIKERS STILL FIRM. 

The position of the strikers remains un- 
changed. The indications are thata long 
fight isin prospect. Neither side has offered 
to solve the _ trouble by compromise, 
The strikers held a meeting again 
to-day at St. Louls Hall, Broad 
way and Biddle street. The attendance was 
fully as large asany day since the strike be- 
gan, but nothing new was developed except 
that there were afew more recruits tothe 
ranks of the strikers. Maj. R. J. Humber, 
President of the Crescent Pianing Mill Co., 
3227 North Ninth street, discussing the situa- 
tion this morning with a Posrt-DISPATCH 
reporter said that some of his best mechanics 
were anxious to come back to work at the old 
schedule, but that they remained out because 
ofsympathy withthe strikers. ‘‘Wecannot 
indorse the demands of the men,’’ he said. 
‘*The contractors are standing by us 
and are urging us to be 
firm. They have good cause for this. 
They know thata victory for the mechanics 
on meanan advance of lWto 2 per cent to 
them.’’ 

There was a report in a morning paper that 
the carpenters would refuse to handle non- 
union frame work. There was 
no evidence of the truthful.

A SPRINKLING FRAUD. 


The Mayor’s proclamation calling on 
the péople to stint their use of water, and 
ordering the Sprinkling Commissioner to 
prevent a water famine by giving the 
sprinkling cart teams a still longer rest, is 
the coolest piece of impadence that ever 
emanated from a rotten ‘‘push’’ admin- 
istration.

But when the rains ceased and 
the dust began to fly there was still plenty 
of other profitable work for the sprinkling 
teams, and the dust was permitted to fly 
and to keepon flying whilean avalanche of 
demands for sprinkling poured into the 
Post-DisPATCH office from dust-choked 
tax-payers in every residence section of the 
city. | 

When these clamorous demands can be 
no longer ignored, out comes a proclama- 
tion from our ‘‘push’’ Mayor informing 
us that in the midst of a remarkably pro- 
tracted flood period St. Louis is suffering 
froma water famine, and the sprinkling 
must be still further reduced. 

The gay humor of this talk about reduc- 
ing the sprinkling is simply immense. 
There has been scarcely a pretense of sprink- 
ling other than that done by the clouds, 
and if our water-works service under the 
present administration can not afford wa- 
ter forthe sprinklers now, we may as well 
make up our minds that we are to pay the 
sprinkling tax without getting any 
sprinkling through the dry months to 
come. 


THE ADVANCE OF PLUTOCRACY, 
The first sign of the reign of plutocracy 
is the opportunity to purchase official 
honors and privileges. 


This is the sign the Republican party | 


has hunygin our political firmament. It 
is selling honors for the purpose of buying 
power. WHITELAW REID isan able man, 
but no one doubts that it was his financial, 
not his intellectual endowments that gave 
him the vice-presidential nomination. His 
predecessor, MORTON, got his place solely 
through his wealth and willingness to 
contribute liberally for his party. It was 
WANAMAKER’S millions that made him 
Postmaster-General and ELKINS is Secre- 
tary of War by virtue of money, not 
statesmanship. 

Under the rule of latter-day Republican- 
ism wealth, not worth; money, not merit; 
financial crait, not political wisdom, are 
rewarded with political honor and trust in 
exchange for funds with which to corrupt

Court bench for twenty years past. Inall 
that time he has done nothing to advance the 
material welfare or prosperity of Southwest 
Missouri. He has never even returned to 
Springfield to cast his vote except when he 
was on the ticket himself, notwithstanding it 
is well known and can be established that he 
usually carried in his pocket a thousand-mile 
railroad ticket, which was a gift to him from 
railroad friends. 

The railroads of Missouri appreciate his 
services, and as evidence of that fact there is 
nota railroad official, agent or lobbyist in 
the entire State that is not workingfor his 
renomination.

Work was nearly suspended and 
houses were decorated with flags and bunt- 
ing and many mottoes expressive of the 
Ulsterites determination never to submit to 
the rule ofan Irish parllament. The conven- 
tion is held in an enormous pavilion, erected 
for the purpose at the intersection of College 
Park avenue and Rugby Road, and the build- 
ing was crowded to its utmost capacity with 
delegates and enthusiastic opponents of 
home rule. 

About 10,000 delegates were present. Seven 
thousand of these were seatedin the arena 
of the building and 3,000 in the gallery. Three 
hundred distinguished strangers had seats in 
a separate gallery. About 150 reporters were 
present. The proceedings were opened with 
a prayer by His Grace, the Primate of All 
Ireland, after which the forty-sixth Psalm, 
**God is our refuge and our strength,’’ was 
read by Rev. Nathanic!1M. Brown, D. D., ex- 
Moderator of the General Assembly. 

Mr. Robert MacGeagh then moved that the 
chair be taken by His Grace, the Duke of 
Abercorn. Sir Wm. Millard, M. D., of Lon- 
donderry, seconded the motion. The motion 
was carried and the Duke was escorted to the 
chair and addressed the convention. Upon 
the conclusion of the speech, Sir Wm. Quar- 
tus Ewart, D. D., proposed the following 
resolution: 

1. That we avow our fixed resolve to retain un- 
changed our present positien as an integral portion 
of the United Kingdom and to protest inthe most 
unequivecal manner against the passage of any 
measure that would rob as of our inheritance in the 
imperial parliament under the protection of which 
our capital has been invested and our homes and 
rights safeguarded. 

2. That we record our determination to have 
nothing todo with a parliament certain to be con- 
trolled by —_ n responsible for the crime and outrage 
of the Land League, the dishonesty of the plan of 
campaign and the crueitiés of boycotting, many of 
which have shown themselves the ready instruments 
of clerical domination. 

3. That we declare to the people of Greet Britain 
our conviction that the attempt to set up such a Par- 
liament tn Ireland will Inevitably result in disorder, 
violence and bloodshed, suchas have not been ex- 
perienced in this century, and announce our resolve 
to take no partin the election orthe proceedings of 
such a Parliament, the authority of which, should it 
ever be constituted, we shall be forced to repu- 
diate. 

4. That we protest against this great change which 
involves our lives, property and civil rights being 
treated as a mere side issue in the impending elec- 
toral struggle. 

5. That we appeal to those of our fellow country- 
men whohave hitherto been in favor of a separate 
Parliament to abandona demand which bopelessly 
divides lrishmen, tounite with us under the im- 
perial legislature in developing the resources and 
furthering the best interests of our common country. 

Lord Roseberry, speakingin Kelsoe, Scot- 
land, yesterday, said that when the details 
of the home rule measure were divulged it 
would be found to be as firmly, settled as 
Magna Charta,. It would retain to the Impe- 
rial Parliament those powers which the 
union was accomplished to retainand would 
affect an opportunity to establish a tribunal 
to which any difference between the Impe- 
rial Government and the Irish Parliament 
might be referred. Homerule with such a 
tribunal would be the meang of cementing 
firmly the union ofthe different sections of 
the British Empire. It was acrime, he said, 
to hint at civil warfare to accomplish politi- 
cal ends. The Ulster convention was in- 
tended not to save Ireland or Protestantism 
but to save the Government. 


PALACIO RESIGNS, 


VENEZUELA’S DICTATOR FORESTALLS THE IN- 
EVITABLE. 

CARACAS, Venezuela, June 17,.—President 
Palacio has resigned. The situation remains 
quiet, little or no excitement prevailing. The 
executive authority of the State has been 
assumed by the Federal Council until such 
time as Congress can be convened for the 


dency. Itis expected that the Congress will 
meet for that purpose almost immediately. 
The cause of the revolution, which maay 
now end with President Palacio’s resigna- 
tion, was that officia’ls unconstitutional act 
in extending his term Deyond the legal limit, 
under a pretense of calling together a con- 
vention to revise the constitution. Gen. 
Crespo, a trained soldier, heads the forces of 
the revolutionists, and in every battle of im- 
portance since the frst engagement in 
December last has been Successful. 

The supposition is that eith Crespo him- 
self or Dr. Rejos Paul, ex-President of the 
Republic, whom Palacio exile:1, will be called 
upon to take the reins of government. 


. RIOT AT A BULL FIGHT. 


A MAYOR SAVES HIS LIFE BY FLIGHT—ONE 
KILLED. 
MapDRip, June 17.—A riotous demonstration 
was made yesterday by a crowd that attend- 
ed a bul] fight at Linares, inthe Province of 
Jaon. The spectators were dissatisfied with 
the way the fight was conducted and de- 
manded that more horses be put into the 
ring. The Mayor refused, and the crowd 
pelted him and the bull fighters, with bot- 
tles, sticks and dirt. The bull fighters hastily 
left the ring, which was immediately 
invaded by the crowd. The bull which 
had been intended to furnish sport for 
the crowd was still in the arena. He 
objected to the invasion of the crowd and 
became infuriated Some of the more sensi- 
ble of the mob saw their danger and with

in flight, but the bull again and again 
charged the mob, tossing and dangerously 
injuring some of them. One man was killed. 
While the trouble inthering was going on 
the Mayor ordered the civic guard to clear 
the enclosure with their bayonets, but they 
firmly refused toobey orders. The Mayor, 
frightened at the hornet’s nest he had raised, 
fied from the bull ring. The rioters with 
shouts andyells started afterhim. It was 
a close race,. but the Mayor managed 
to reach the prefecture ahead of the pur- 
suers. Supplying themselves with large 
stones, the rioters broke every window in the 
prefecture and then made an assault on the 
doors. The Mayor therefore went to the door 
atthe rear of the prefecture and opening it 
made a dash for the barracks, located a short 
distance away. As he left the building the 
front doors gave way and the mob poured in 
just in time to see theirchief civil official 
leaving in haste. With renewed howls and 
yells the mob madea break forhim. An ex- 
citing chase followed. Fear lent fleetness to 
the Mayor’s feet, and when he reached the 
barracks he had left his pursuers far behind. 
The crowd were afraid to make any attack on 
the barracks, sothey withdrew. The rioting, 
however, was continued in other parts of the 
town until nightfall, when the authorities 
got the upper hand of the mob.

Reports Coming in of the Cyclone’s Deadly 
Work. 


_ DELAVAN, Minn., June 17.—The cyclone 
which passed near this place Wednesday 
afternoon crushed a barn belonging to H. 
Duffy awd thence passed on to the farmof O. 
Leitenberger. The family seeing the funnel 
shape of the approaching storm, ran for the 
cellar. Part of the family succeeded in reach- 
ing this place of shelter and were uninjured. 
The storm struck the house squarely and ina 
trice had reduced itto a mass of splinters. 
One of the children,a girl of 7, was found 
about one hundred feet from the cellar dead. 
Leitenberger and another of the children 
were seriously injured. 

One mile east the house of L. Pitcher was 
unroofed and the wind-mill and barns were 
carried away. Nextin the path of the storm 
stood the farm of Mr. Armstrong. His house 
was picked up and moved bodily about six- 
teen feet. A large barn filled with horses and 
cattle was moved fromits foundation and 
the upper story was twisted off level with the 
second floor. The granary, hog barn and 
machine sheds arein ruins, The storm 
passed on sweeping everything in its path,de- 
stroyinga bullding and killing three persons 
two miles further east.
